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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The previous rejections are withdrawn pursuant to Applicant's March 6, 2009 
REMARKS. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1,4,6-11,1 9-22 and 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bebiak et al, US 6,576,280 and Official Notice. 

Bebiak discloses, e.g. cols. 1-6, conducting an on-line transaction comprising 
providing at least on computer server, e.g. 104, for use on the world wide web, e.g. the 
Internet, where users may be provided a unique identification in creating an individual 
pet profile account, e.g. 102. Bebiak does not disclose charging a fee for the services. 
It is noted that Bebiak may be used with pets, e.g. col. 2. It is further noted that the 
manufacturing process disclosed by Bebiak may be viewed as a "pet calculator" in 
broad scope and content. 

Bebiak apparently does not disclose where member/user accounts are charged 
for use of a web site and where sending/receiving a command from a remote computer 
and transmitting data to a remote computer. Official notice is taken that charging a 
member/user account for use of a web site and sending/receiving a command from a 
remote computer and transmitting data to a remote computer using a protected 
password has been common knowledge in the electronic world wide web database art. 
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To have provided pet-related services from a plurality of sources and providing 
results and feedback to a user for Bebiak would have been obvious in view of Official 
Notice. It is noted that intended use claim language, e.g. "capable of," is given little if 
any patentable weight in juxtaposition to positively recited claim language. 

Applicant's March 6, 2009 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in light 
of the new grounds of rejection.
